Claims 1-11 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art does 
not teach a controller/method for controlling an expansion valve as recited in independent claims 
1 and 1 1 including an output of a summing junction for summation or subtraction of a first and a 
second signal, the first signal being derived from at least a measure of the evaporation 
temperature of the refrigerant in the evaporator and a measure of a property of the medium.
